Refused Cash. ~ 

“Whereupon,” the bureau of 
identification officer said he told 
them, “I would not take any part 
of the $60,000 which Mrs. Guyol 
had up there in the bank and be 
a party to the framing of this 
man. 

“Mr. Tyler then said that he 
would not be guilty of anything 
like that and said: ‘I will not let 
Mrs. Guyol get up on the stand 
and identify this man as the as- 
sailant.’ I wish to say that Mrs. 
Guyol could not identify Fluker, 
and I made the statement at the 
time to Mr. Tyler and on other 
occasions to Leo Nahlik, J. J. 
Chester and R. M. King, who work 
for the police department.” 

Identified by Widow. 

In a sensational trial last fall, 
Fluker was positively identified by 
Mrs. Guyol as the person who had 
\jumped on the running board of 
her husband’s car after dusk April 
23, 1935, and shot him to death. 
Mrs. Guyol was a passenger in 
the car and witness to the fatal 
shooting. 

She is alleged to have identified 
the picture of Fluker in the Bir- 
mingham rogues gallery and to 
have’ picked him out in the At- 
lanta police lineup. 

On the stand, Fluker admitted 
Mrs. Guyol stared at him a long 
time at the lineup. 

Hearing on a motion for new 
trial in the Fluker case was post-

Floyd, chief statistician of the re- 
porting service, showed. 

For every 100 jobs on Georgia 
farms there are only 86 laborers 
available, the figures explained. 
The farm labor supply is only 80 
per cent of normal while the de- 


‘mand is 93 per cent of normal.

Hiking of farm wages was caus- 
ed by “better prices received by 
the farmer for farm products, a 
tendency for agricultural expan- 
sion, increased acreage in cash 
crops, a more thorough cultivation 
of the soil and an incentive to in- 
crease the care of cash crops by 
using more labor,” J. William Fan- 
ning, farm management economist 
for the Georgia Extension Service, 
explained. 

Since 1933, demand for farm la- 
bor has shown a steady increase, 
Floyd said. Average farm wages 
now are $12.50, with board, per 
month, compared with $6.75 per 
month in 1933. Without board, the

averages $18.50 per 
month now, while the 1933 figures 
was $10.75. 

The average daily wage vith 
board is now 65 cents, compared 
with 40 cents in 1933.

FARM LABOR SHORTAGE 
REPORTED IN FULTON 


Fulton farmers-have been no- 
ticably handicapped in their spring 
planting this year by a shortage 
of farm labor despite almost a 100 
per cent increase in wages offered, 
S. D. Truitt, county farm agent, 
declared last night. 

“While we have no figures 
available on the exact shortage,” 
the agent said, “Fulton farms 
have been without sufficient farm- 
hands to till them adequately for 
the past two years.” 

Better times, drawing rural 
population back to the city, was 
accredited as being responsible 
for the lack of farm- laborers. 

Truitt said wages paid on Ful- 
ton farms had always been high-

PARIS, May 5—(UP)—Exotic 
Madeleine De Fontanges, confront- 
ing Count Charles Pineton De 
Chambrun today for the first time 
since she shot him in a lover’s 
rage, testified that he tried to steal 
kisses from her while she was 
Premier Benito Mussolini’s mis- 
tress, 

The 62-year-old count, limping 
into court on‘a cane because of 
the hip wound which Mme. Fon- 
tanges inflicted, sputtered a pro- 
test. 

His wife, the former Princess 
Murat, stared in amazement as 
the sultry-eyed adventuress looked 
the count squarely in the eye and 
said: 

“Oh, but we were very friendly. 
You even tried to kiss me behind 
some ruins of the old Roman 
countryside.” 

A moment before Chambrun de- 
nied to the examining magistrate 
that he ever was “particularly 
friendly” with Mme.

Shown as Emory Fraternity Stages ‘Open House’ 


(200 High School Students 
| Given Glimpse of Mod- 


ern Wonders. 


They blew horns and played 
radios by light beams, produced 


fever, made bubbles out of glass 
and showed the minute hereditary 
bearers, chromosomes, at Emory 
University last night. 

With an audience of about 200 
high school students who, though 
interested, couldn’t quite under- 
stand all that took place, Pi‘ Al- 
pha chemical fraternity staged its 
fourth annual “Open House in 
Science.” 

Through the co-operation of the 
various scientific departments on 
the campus, highlights of the uni- 
versity’s equipment and experi- 
ments were put on continuous dis- 
play for the three-hour show, 

In the engineering department 
a loud speaker was connected to 
a radio by means of a neon light 
beam; the music could be turned 
off by walking into the beam. An 
automobile horn was blown in the 
‘same way and the variations in 
‘the current of an ordinary light 
‘bulb or the singer’s voice was 
|'shown by a moving, jagged line on 
a cathod ray oscilloscope. 


Fever Machine. 


The artificial fever machine, 
comparatively rare as_ college 
equipment, was demonstrated. By 
means of this machjne patients are 
given a high, artificial fever in 
combating special diseases. 


The museum took the group on 
the backward path of history with 
its mummies, and displayed a col- 
lection of birds, insects, and mis- 
cellaneous material from all parts 
of the world. 

But the bio-chemistry depart- 
ment showed the advance of 
science with a demonstration of 
the effects on animals when the 
thyroid and parathyroid glands 
are removed, while the biologists 
with their microscopes presented 
living protozoa, chromosomes and 
various vertebrates. 

‘Seems Stiff Course. 

The future college students had 
begun to wonder by this time of 
what their bodies were made and 
whether, if they would have to 
actually learn all of this, they 
'could ever graduate from any uni- 
| versity. 

Chemists blew glass bubbles, 
blowing with as little effort as the 
students had expended, a few years 
ago soap bubbles, and then sum- 
med up the entire chemical field 
with a talking picture, “The World 
of Chemistry.”

UNION PACIFIC 
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A USEFUL WORD OF WARNING 

The charge of Representative Orville Zim- 
merman, of Missouri, that the Labor Depart- 
ment, and Secretary Frances Perkins in par- 
ticular, have deliberately attempted to take 
from southern industry the advantage of lower 
scales of wages than those paid in New Eng- 
land, should be given careful thought by every 
southern member of congress. 

Since the beginning of industrial develop- 
ment in the south, manufacturers in this sec- 
tion have enjoyed the advantage of lower cost 
of labor. It has been argued that, with living 
expenses lower in the south than they are in 
the east, wages should be correspondingly 
lower. | | a a 

The south, through its beneficent climate, 
enjoys many advantages. It does not require 
as expensive housing for comfortable life in the 
south, where the severity of northern winters 
is unknown. For the same reason, clothing and 
heating costs are lower. In a section where 
nature makes it easy to raise two crops a year, 
food costs are less. 

Whether the manufacturer should enjoy the 
benefits of this God-given natural advantage, 
or whether the worker should be the chief 
beneficiary, or whether they should be shared 
equally, is a question which may be argued 
from both sides. 

However, in considering southern wage ‘dif- 
ferentials, it is right also to consider the. dif- 
ferential in freight rates on the railroads, 
which is heavily in favor of New England and 
the east. The difference in transportation costs 
of the finished product, in fact, is such as to 
completely offset the advantage of lower labor 
costs enjoyed in the south. 

Certainly, if that advantage of lower wage 
scales is to be taken away from the south, it 
should not be done until the advantage of 
lower freights is taken away from the east. 

Southern industry is willing to compete on 
equal footing with the industry of any section, 
but it must insist that the artificial barrier of 
higher freight rates be removed before the 
God-given advantage of a more equable cli- 
mate is taken away from it. 

The two questions are inseparably linked 
and the south’s representatives at Washington 
should give most careful thought to the joint 
problem.

DR. WILLIS WILKINSON MEMMINGER 

The death of the Rev. W. W. Memminger, 
rector for 27 years of All Saints Episcopal 
church, takes from Atlanta a man who, in ad- 
dition to prominence as a minister of the gos- 
pel, contributed much to the cultural life and 
the civic progress of the city. 

Coming here from Charleston, where he 
spent much of his early life, Dr. Memminger 
brought to the religious life of the city a rare 
and charming personality. As a young man he 
had been keenly interested in the theater and 
had not only received advanced training for the 
stage, but had won a certain degree of promi- 
nence for his portrayal of Shakespearean roles. 

With this background he brought to his 
later profession, the church, a pulpit ability 
that was strikingly effective. He was popular 
with all who knew him, both in his own de- 
nomination and in other churches, particularly 
among young people. 

Retaining throughout his life a keen inter- 
est in the stage and other forms of artistic 
expression, he became a leader in many cul- 
tural aspects of Atlanta’s progress. He was an 
enthusiastic worker for general civic progress 
and, as one of the founders of the Atlanta 
Civitan Club, aided in giving the city an or- 
ganization which has accomplished much for 
the general good. He had recently completed 
a term as president of that civic group. 

Dr. Memminger will be missed in the life of 
the city, but the impetus he gave te many 
worth-while activities will continue.

. THE UNIVERSITY AND LEADERSHIP 

_ The world needs leaders today—leaders in 
business, leaders in public affairs, leaders in 
every field. The depression revealed a tremen- 
dous shortage of leadership in America. 


In a recent article in the New York Times ; 


Magazine on “Dykstra Calls for the Training 
of Leaders,” Russell Owen quotes the newly 
elected head of the University of Wisconsin as 
saying: 

It is a practical thing for- Americans to turn 
to universities for guidance, and it is the busi- 
ness of the university to lead. It can do so by 
making itself a home for leaders. It is the labo- 
ratory of democracy, for even in a democracy 
most men are willing to be followers and look to 
others for leadership. It is in the university that 
we must find our career men as other nations 
have done. They can be trained. 

Dr. Dykstra emphasizes the need for train- 
ing in the field of public affairs. In England, 
as well as in many other European countries, 
young men and young women are given spe- 
cial preparation for the public service. Dr. 
Dykstra says on this point: 

Even Russia,’a hundred years behind us in 
political practice and knowledge, and starting 
from scratch, is training all youth in a knowl- 
edge of government—truthlessly, perhaps, but with 
deadly seriousness. Our schools must teach a gen- 
eration to demand a high-minded politics and an 
intelligent public service. Both must develop to- 
gether so that the demand for trained. servants, 
when- It comes, ‘will find a supply. 

Dr. Dykstra has himself been a most effi- 
cient: public administrator. For seven years he 
has been city manager of Cincinnati. During 
that time a large part of the bonded debt has 
been paid off and the city has incurred no 
further indebtedness. Now Dr. Dykstra. steps 
out of a $25,000-a-year job to take a $15,000 one. 

There is no doubt but that the University 
of Wisconsin will develop leaders for every walk 
of life under his direction.

HAS THE COTTON FARMER FORGOTTEN? 
(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 
On a trip through the Mississippi delta the 

other day from Memphis to Greenville, an ob- 
server was amazed to find at least 100 tractors 
chugging away in plantation fields. He was more 
amazed to find that as far as his eye could reach, 
every foot of tillable ground seemed to be in 
furrow. Not that modern and up-to-date farm- 
ing is a thing that the south ought to be slow 
to adopt; not that the farmer should overlook any 
opportunity to put his acres to productive use. 

Far from it. 

But are farmers of the midsouth heeding the 
lesson they learned under the Triple A? Are 
they forgetting the comeback they made under 
production control? In a word, are they sowing 
to the whirlwind? 

When the Triple A first began to function, 
the Commercial Appeal predicted that, aside from 
acreage control, the most important part it would 
play in southern farming would be in proving the 
advantages of diversification. For a generation 
the southern farmer had tried to get away from 
the one-crop system. He realized that it was a 
millstone around his neck. But with the sheriff 
clamoring for taxes and cotton at six cents a 
pound, he was forced to stick to cotton. This was 
especially true when the depression struck. Along 
came the Triple A, helped him by substantial 
payments to raise food and feed crops, and made 
diversification possible. 

The Triple A is gone. But the lesson it taught 
is still fresh. Now that the cotton farmer is back 
on his feet, now that his farm has been re- 
equipped and restocked and his tax liens have 
been cleared, what is he going to do about it? 

Reports from the Memphis section indicate 
that an increase in cotton acreage of 15 per cent 
may be expected. This would mean a 14,000,- 
000-bale crop, provided the increase is main- 
tained throughout the cotton belt. A crop of this 
size, added to the 6,000,000-bale carryover, would 
furnish a world supply of American cotton for 
1937-38 of around 20,000,000 bales. In view of 
the export situation and of other situations that 
may arise, it is extremely doubtful whether the 


market this fall can absorb such a crop without 


depressed prices. . : 

It takes courage not to plant more cotton in 
the face of a rising market. Nor is there any law 
that prevents the farmer from planting as much

Of course, if Franco does 
use poison gas, he must get it from 
abroad. The only gas factory in 
Spain is in the hands of the gov- 
ernment near Madrid. But Cabal- 
lero told me himself that the Loy- 
alists do not intend to make use of 
gas, although on the principle in 
which tear gas is sometimes used 
here in America against strikers, 
Madrid would be perfectly. justi- 
fied in employing that lethal 
weapon against rebels, that is to 
say against a subversive element, 
bent upon upsetting the govern- 
ment by violence.

Fifty-four thousand tax bills, 
including the increases in ad 
| valorem and sanitary rates, had 
been sent to Atlantans yesterday 
by the city tax assessors. 

The total revenue expected 
from the increases amounts to 
$872,000, officials said. The ad 
valorem tax rate was hiked two 
mills, each producing $300,000.

The sanitary tax increase over 
the customary $3 charge is $3 
for each 25 front feet of im- 
proved property in the residen- 
tial districts and a correspond- 
ing increase in the business dis- 
tricts. 

The ad valorem rate was 
$1.50 per $1,000 in valuations 
and is now $1.70 for that 
amount. 

The administration plans to 
retire the deficit, provide for re- 
lief, repair the waterworks, im- 
prove the sanitary service, and 
purchase needed equipment, in- 
cluding fire fighting machines, 
with the proceeds. A _ partial

_ to city employes is scheduled 
also.

Amendment gives the citizens of a 
state “equal protection” of the 
laws which means—the supreme 
court says—that laws discriminat- 
ing against any citizen or class 
cannot be enacted. So, it was held | 
that persons who earned their 
livelihood by teaching German 
could not be legislated out of jobs. 

Likewise, with respect to private 
schools in ‘Oregon, the supreme 
court took note of the fact that 
some of the private schools were 
business enterprises, that they had 
met the same educational stand- 
ards as governed the public schools 
and that to put them out of busi- 
ness by an arbitrary law was real- 
ly to deprive them of their proper- 
ty without “due process”—the 
words of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. 

It was Mr. Justice McReynolds 
who delivered in 1923 the opinion 
of the supreme court in both cases. 
He wrote in the Nebraska case: 

Decision in Nebraska Case. 

“That the state may do much, 
go very far, indeed, in order to 
improve the quality of its citizens, 
physically, mentally and morally, 
is clear; but the individual has 
certain fundamental rights which 
must be respected. The protection 
of the Constitution extends to all, 
to those who speak other languages 
as well as to those born with Eng- 
lish on the tongue. Perhaps it 
would be highly advantageous if 
all had ready understanding of 
our ordinary speech, but this can- 
not be coerced by methods which 
conflict with the Constitution—a 
desirable end cannot be promoted 
by prohibited means. 

“For the welfare of his Ideal 
Commonwealth, Plato suggested a 
law which should provide: “That 
the wives of our guardians are to

Inconsistencies Are Noted. 


There are certain inconsistencies 
in the life of Pierce Butler which 
clash with head-on momentum. 
While he is the benign and lov- 
able parent in his own home he 
can be, and has been, utterly 
thoughtless of millions of children 
whose lives are shortened through 
premature labor, or of their moth- 
ers, forced to neglect them because 
of long working hours. With his 
own children protected by a mil- 
lionaire’s inheritance, Butler took 
a leading part in killing the Child 
Labor and Minimum Wage laws. 
Again, while Butler is the acme 
of pleasantness and jovial charm 
among his dinner gests and golf- 
ing companions, he can be and is 
the more bare-fisted bully on the 
supreme bench in the cross-ex- 
amination of counsel or in attain- 
ing any objective which he sets 
for himself. A slow and ponder- 
ous thinker, his decisions are dull, 
uninspiring and written in a slov- 
enly manner. He is inclined to 
be sullen and, when a case goes 
against him, takes no pains to con- 
ceal his resentment against the 
other justices. No other man on the 
court, not even McReynolds, dis- 
plays the same intellectual brutal- 
ity. 

Reputation for Vindictiveness. 

It was during his early days in 
St. Paul that Butler got the rep- 
utation of being vindictive and un- 
scrupulous toward anyone who op- 
posed him. For 18 years he served 
as regent of the University of Min- 
nesota—18 years of hell for any 
professor who dared express a lib- 
eral viewpoint or teach anything 
save old-fashioned fundamental- 
ism The University of Minnesota 
became his university, just as the 
supreme court has become his 
court. With usual bulldozing ten- 
acity, he wanted to monopolize it. 
Officials of the university he treat- 
ed as office boys. No instructor 
was too insignificant for Butler 
to pry into his social and economic 
views. Ex-president Tolwell, who 
got out about the time Butler be-

One day Stanley sat down to 
talk with Frank Pocock, the Eng- 
lishman who had been his good 
friend and comrade for the two 
years since they had left the east- 
ern coast of Africa.

Employes in the state capitol 
won only half their battle 
against new parking regula- 
tiorfs. 

They succeeded in having a 
state-owned parking lot made 
free again after a 10-cent charge 
had been instituted, but the one- 
hour parking limit signs placed 
on all streets surrounding the 
capitol will not come down. 

Captain Jack Malcom, of the 
Atlanta police traffic division, 
conferred with the Governor 
yesterday on complaints to Riv- 
ers since the parking regulations 
were started more than a week 
ago. He said the arrangement 
was the only one under which 
persons having business. to 
transact at the capitol could find 
parking spaces. 

Under unlimited parking, he 
said, cars of employes at the 
capitol and at other places in the 
vicinity took up all available 
places and resulted in traffic 
congestion. 


Raskob-DuPont Transaction 
Traced at Tax Session 


in New York. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—(P)—A 
“lost” note for $1,080,000—given 
by John J. Raskob to Pierre S. 
duPont on January 3, 1930, in pay- 
ment for 27,000 shares of Warner 
Brothers stock—figured promi- 
pnently today in the income tax 
case against the two millionaire 
industrialists, charged by the gov- 
ernment with making fictitious 
stock sales to each other to deduct 
losses on their 1929 returns. 

The government seeks to collect 
$617,000 from duPont and $1,026,- 
000 from Raskob. 

The full amount of the note and 
of the transaction remained to be 
developed, but the interest of 
counsel on both sides indicated the 
transaction was of material conse- 
quence. 

In the examination of Frank L,. 
Garey, Raskob’s secretary, there 
was introduced into evidence a 
letter from Raskob to duPont writ- 
ten on January 27, 1930, purport- 
edly enclosing a check for $1,787.- 
066.66. In the letter, Raskob ask- 
ed for the return of a note for 
$700,000—which was offered in 
evidence—and the note for $1,- 
080,000. The rest of the check 
covered the interest on the notes. 

In the final “balancing” of the 
stock transactions—all of which 
followed the Wall Street panic in 
October, 1929—the Treasury De- 
partment contends that the check 
for $1,787,066.66 was given to du- 
Pont to balance off appreciation in 
the stocks sold to Raskob by du- 
Pont. In turn, according to “ex- 
hibit A” in Oliphant’s answer, du- 
Pont gave to Raskob a check for 
$1,350,000. 

With these sales, the two finan- 
ciers established losses on their 


with values before the Wall Street 
crash—of more than $7,000,000. 

Counsel for Raskob and duPont 
deny the government’s contention 
that there was an illegal agree- 
ment to repurchase the _ stocks 
later.

WORLD ECONOMIC 
ACCORD IS SEEN 


Sugar Conference Pact of 22 
Nations Points Way to 
Other Solutions. 


LONDON, May 5.—(/)—Norman 
Davis received tonight final as- 
surances of British and general 
European co-operation with the 
United States in solving world eco- 
nomjc problems. 

Since the United States ambas- 


sador at large has been in Lon- 
don, he talked with leading Eu- 
ropean statesmen whose pledge of 
co-operation he is expected to con- 
vey to President Roosevelt. 

Last doubts as to the validity of 
these assurances, it is felt here, 
were dispelled by agreement of 
the 22 participating countries to 
sign tomorrow the international 
sugar conference agreement de- 
signed to stabilize that industry’s 
production and marketing. 

Davis called the sugar confer- 
ence “probably the most success- 
ful international deliberation I 
ever saw,” and it is expected to 
become the model for future eco- 
nomic negotiations. 

Although Davis declared in an 
interview that he is unable now 
to visualize the complete frame- 
work of world economic co-opera- 
tion, he stressed the paramount 
importance of world currency 
alignment and Anglo-American 
trade agreement as preliminaries. 

Since before President Roosevelt 
and Walter Runciman, president of 
the British Board of Trade, con- 
versed at the White House, trade 
talks between London and Wash- 
ington have been progressing as 
shown in statements in commons. 

Davis indicated his conviction 
that details will be handled direct- 
ly between proper departments of 
the two governments. Those lose 
to him believe that his outstanding 
contribution toward success of any 
forthcoming treaty lay in nailing 
down assurances of British will- 
ingness to co-operate upon a basis 
of mutual concessions.

Dry State Ranks 


With Legal Liquor After 22 Years 


State Highway Patrolmen 


Warn Motorists Against 


Drunken Driving; Campaign To End Bootlegging 
Is Started. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 5.— 
(P)}—Alabama left the ranks of the 
nation’s dry states today with the 
sale of legal liquor for the first 
time in 22 years. 

W. P. Screws, Montgomery po- 
lice commissioner, made the initial 
purchase at the _ state-operated 
store opened here by authority of 
a local option vote March 10. 

From 75 to 100 persons, crowded 
about the doors. 

Liquor stores in the 23 other 
counties which voted wet are to 
be opened as fast as arrangements 
permit, said W. O. Baldwin, chair- 
man of the State Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Board. 

The Alabama movement left 
only five states technically dry. 
They are Kansas, Oklahoma, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi and Georgia. 
Each now permits the sale of at 
least 3.2 beer. 

Alabama law enforcement of- 


ficers announced an_ intensive 
campaign to end _ bootlegging 
through which liquor has been 
supplied for sale openly in the 
larger cities. 

Prices for the legal liquor were 
materially below the bootleg rates. 

State highway patrolmen warn- 
ed motorists against “drunken 
driving.” 

“The courts may impose fines as 
high as $1,000 in offenses of this 
nature,” warned Chief Walter 
MacAdory,” and, if it is necessary, 
we will go to the limit in enforc- 
ing the law.” 

Under the beverage act, licensed 
retail establishments will sell 
liquor only in half-pint and one- 
drink unbroken bottles which 
must be consumed on the prem- 
ises.

Beiter opened the fight by point- 
ing out that Mr. Roosevelt has 
asked delay of about $800,000,000 
in flood control projects and that 
the budget bureau has rejected a

“contrary to the economy drive.” 

He couched the attack in the 
form of a letter to Acting Budget 
Director Daniel Bell. The rivers 
and harbors committee, he said, ts 
considering possibility of favorably 
reporting a rivers and _ harbors 
omnibus measure without includ- 
ing the Florida canal. 

The canal, under the plan, 
Beiter understood, would be han- 
dled as a measure separate from 
the omnibus bill.

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_ CONTRACT BRIDGE

Herewith is presented another 
portion of Mr. Culbertson’s Itat- 
est work on contract, the “Gold 
Book of Bidding and Play,” 
which is being reproduced in 
this column in daily install- 
ments. 


THE THREE-CARD SUIT. 


The most ehbarrassing situation 
that the doubler’s partner can face 
is to have a weak hand with no 
four card suit except the oppo- 
nents’ suit. 

The doubled bid is one heart. 
The partner holds: Spades, 9 6 5; 
Hearts, Jack 7 4 3; Diamonds, 8 
6 3; Clubs, 7 4 2. He cannot bid 
one no trump, which is a strength 
showing response. He has no four 
card suit with which to take out 
the double. He must not pass. 

The solution of this difficulty 
is to bid the lowest ranking three 
card suit. In the example just 
given the response would be two 
clubs. 

The response of two clubs is 
not an artificial response. The dou- 
bler’s partner does not bid two 
clubs merely because he has a 
blank hand. If he has a four card 
unbid suit he should show it. If 
he has only two clubs and three 
diamonds he should bid the dia- 
monds. 

TODAY’S HAND. 

The hand described today was 
played in the recent Grand Na- 
tional Tournament by a midwest- 
ern expert who insists on remain- 
ing anonymous, I strongly suspect 
that the reason for this coyness 
may be found in his bidding, 
which hardly can be held up as 
a model of excellence. 

South, dealer.

South West North East 
lheart Double Redouble 2 clubs 
Shearts Pass 4diamonds Pass

As I said above, after noting 
South's jump rebid I do not won- 
der that he is not looking for pub- 
licity. Considering that his part- 
ner had redoubled, South should 
have passed at this point instead 
of making any rebid whatsoever 
As to West’s takeout double of one 
heart, this obviously was almost 
a “psychic.” Incidentally, North’s 
bidding was’ also overly aggres- 
sive. He was short about one-half 
an honor trick for his redouble. 
It must be admitted that declarer’s 
play went a long way toward jus- 
tifying his and his partner’s bid- 
ding. 

The opening lead of the club 
king was allowed to hold, the club 
continuation being won with the 
ace. The diamond queen was laid 
down and West refused to cover 
on the suspicion that the queen 
had been blank. The queen hold- 
ing, the ace, king and queen of 
hearts followed. At this point the 
situation was as follows: 


The five of hearts was played 
and West let go a low diamond. 
The deuce of hearts then made 
West disgorge a spade, since he 
could not afford to blank the dia- 
mond king. Dummy let go two 
diamonds. A low space toward 
dummy had to be ducked by West 
since to play the ace would quick- 
ly establish South’s entire spade 
suit. Dummy’s king won, and at 
this point victory was easy. De- 
clarer had lost only one trick and 
now had two different ways of 
making contract. 

As actually played, he led a low 
spade and ducked in his own hand. 
West took two spade tricks but 
then had to provide declarer with 
the diamond finesse for the fui- 
filling tricks. Declarer could have 
led dummy’s ace and jack of dia- 
monds to compel a spade lead, 
with equal effectiveness. 

TODAY’S QUESTIONS. 

Question: Dealer bid one heart, 
Next hand (my partner) doubled. 
Third hand passed. What is my 
proper response with: Spades, 
jack 9 8 6; Hearts, 7 4; Diamonds, 
king 10 8 7 3; Clubs 9 4?

Pleasant Homes

William and Mary furniture is 
very livable and useful, 


This vale of tears has produced 
some pretty hard living in days 
gone by. When we think of how 
many hundreds of years passed be- 
fore comfort was any point for 
furniture to be concerned with 
we really wonder why anybody 
ever bothered to sit down at all. 
Comfort Came in Style. 
It was in the time of William 
and Mary that comfort became an 
issue in English furniture,. and 
that was just before the start of 
the eightenth century! That influ- 
ence came from Holland along 
with William of Orange himself. 
The Dutch of this period were not 
courteirs. They set a great store 
by domestic virtues and comfort, 
and so they developed, among oth- 
er things, chairs that curved ac- 
cording to the body. 


William and Mary furni- 


ture, evolved in England under 
this influence, has a pleasant liv- 
able quality about it and adapts 
itself to many backgrounds. As a 
rule it is distinguished by legs 
that have graceful knobby effects 
sometimes called the inverted cup, 
sometimes the bell-capped up- 
right, but otherwise fairly straight. 
The bun or pear-shaped foot is 
also characteristic and occasion- 


lally the hoof foot is seen. Flat 


curvink stretcher-bases in an X 
shape are seen on this type of fur- 
niure, usually with a turned finial 
at the intersection. Chair backs 
are generally rather high with a 
half moon shaped top line, while 
the seats are squareish narrow- 
ing toward the back. The arms 
curve outwardly to make room for 
voluminous costumes of the period. 
Cabinets are hoisted high off the 
floor on their legs and joined with 
a shaped apron. Oak being the 
leading cabinet wood of this time, 
it was used importantly for the 
furniure we know as William and 
Mary, and since oak is a very 
hard wood that doesn’t curve very 
graciously, carving wasn’t com- 
mon. But during this period the 
age of walnut began and so many 
of the old and most of the copies 
of William and Mary furniture are 
executed in walnut, but they re- 
tain their plain surfaces.

Your Figure, Madam 


By 1DA JEAN KAIN, 


Extra hip inches are unflatter- 
ing to any figure, fat or slim, tall 
or short, blonde or brunette. Be- 
cause the hip measurement can 
spread at the rate of one and one- 
half inches in a year, and because 
modern living makes it so difficult 
to keep a slim hipline, this meas- 
urement is the besetting feminine 
worry. 

Even in slimming down one’s 

measurement, your weight con- 
tinues to be the key to your figure 
program. If you are normal weight 
with a hipline obstinately out of 
proportion, don’t make the mis- 
take of dieting to reduce your hips 
to symmetry. You must alter your 
hipline without losing any weight, 
therefore calorie curtailment is the 
wrong technique for a problem 
really caused by less exercise than 
you need. You could diet yourself 
into stringlines without benefit to 
hips, health or disposition, but 
there are a number of exercises 
which can be relied upon to keep 
you in symmetry. 
When hips and overweight oc- 
cur in the same figure, it is time 
to diet. Figure improvement al- 
ways begins with normal weight, 
and bringing the weight to nor- 
mal can be accomplished only 
through calorie control. Single- 
handed dieting, however, must be 
backed by intense exercise to re- 
move extra inches from the hip- 
line. The generally overweight 
group is the only one which needs 
to diet in order to deal with a 
wayward hipline. All types must 
exercise, .

Make the toes do a ring-around- 
the-rosy. 


The litle underweights and the 
tall grim girls with proniinent 
hips must add calories to their 
usual intake to prevent weight re- 
duction from exercise. Keeping 
the weight up to normal and get- 


gives the disproportionment un- 
derweight something to worry 
about, but the solution is simple! 
More calories and more exercise, 
to fill out the figure in some spots 
and wear it down in others. 

With all type of subnormal 
weight, health and figure improve 


ting the hips down to streamlines; 


through the addition of carefully 
selected calories to the daily menu. 
For beauty’s sake, take these ex- 
tra calories in the form of whole 
milk, whole grains, fresh fruits, 
and vegetables. Then exercise to 
direct these desired pounds and 
curves where they are needed. 

Since all of you need exercise 
for the hips, you will find the two 
following exercises effective intro- 
ductory measures for. slimming 
this portion of the figure. 

Position: Get down on the floor 
with weight on hands and knees, 
arms straight. 

Movement: Transfer all the 
weight to the right knee and slow- 
ly stretch the left leg straight out 
behind. Flex the knee and raise 
the leg high in air. Return to 
original position and repeat five 
times before changing to the other 
leg. 

Position: Lie flat on back on 
floor, legs extended straight out. 

Movement: With one leg on 
floor, raise the other straight up in 
air, Try not to bend the knee. 
Now, with the raised leg, describe 
circles, moving the leg from the 
hip. Circle three or four times, 
return leg to floor, and repeat with 
other leg. Gradually increase the 
number of times and size of -the 
circles described. 

Exercise more suited to your 
particular problem will be found 
in the leaflets, “Hips, Hips, Away,” 
“The Business Girl’s Daily Half 
Dozen,” and “Rolling Exercises.” 
Corrective exercise will make your 
figure slim and youthful.

1 AUSUSTANS TO AID 


FREIGHT RATE FIGHT 


CC. .of & Secretary and Traf- 
fic Bureau Director Offer 
Services to Rivers. 


Lester S. Moody, secretary of 
the Augusta Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Frank M. Grady, di- 
rector of the Augusta Traffic Bu- 
reau, offered their services yester- 
day to Governor Rivers in a move- 
ment to gain lower freight rates 
for the south. 

In a conference with the Gover- 
nor late yesterday, the Augustans 
declared lower freight rates to 
eastern and northern market cen- 
ters were essential to industrial 
development of the south. 

Governors of 10 southern states, 
following a conference in Wash- 
ington several days ago, are sched- 
uled to meet here Monday to fur- 
ther arrangements for pressing a 
case with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The action would seek lower 
“class rates” for the south, and 
consequent lower commodity rates 
based on percentages of the class 
rates. 

“I have heard recently from an 
eastern manufacturers,” Moody 
said, “that he is interested in the 
case of affording possible expan- 
sion of southern industry. 

“Our manufacturers must be al- 
lowed to ship their goods at lower 
rates to the big market centers if 
they are to expand, and the loca- 
tion of extensive new industries in 
the south is dependent directly on 
lower transportation costs. 

“Many manufacturers have sur- 
veyed the south for the purpose of 
locating branches in this section 
and have found it impossible, due 
to the freight rates schedules. 

“If we can get a parity with oth- 
er sections in the matter of rates, 
our expansion industrially will be 
rapid, I believe.”

1 When we got there, the press passes got us through. The 
fire had been put out. But in he infield were some 75 or 100 
horses—loose. They had been led there from the barns near 
the fire and from the barns which had caught, and turned loose.

The handlers came, finally, when all danger of fire was 
‘done. But they couldn’t catch the horses—not many of them. 
At last a few lights were restored and then they brought on 
_the scene the little fat white pony—the lead pony that leads 
“the horses to the track and on the parade to the post. — 


And there we saw a strange sight. Those horses, 
crazed with excitement and fear—saw something they 
knew. That white pony. They calmed down. And at 
last, like an equine Pied Piper, they fell in behind that 
white pony and he led them out so the handlers could 
catch them, bridle them and take them to their stables. 
Somehow, there was an eerie quality about that night that 

remains one of the big memories. 


IT MUST HAVE BEFN GRAND. 

It must have been grand-in the old days—when Louisville 
was Louisville and the Blue Grass w&s the Blue Grass. 

1 know what it will be like tomorrow and the next day and 
on Derby day. But I’d liked to have seen it just once in the 
old days when there were carriages and horses instead of taxi 
cabs and streams of shining automobiles. 

I’d like to have seen just one Derby day—one of the days 
when life was slower and the horses just as fast. 

It’s a spectacle today—it’s breath-taking in its im- 
mensity and its packed humanity. It’s tremendous when 
they all begin to yell at once, two minutes of continu- 
ous yelling with the sound beating up toward the press 
box and gchoing from the stands. 

But I’d like to have seen it once—when the carriages were 
there and the Derby was the Derby—before publicity caught it 
up and made it one of the great sports news stories of the year. 


THE GREATEST STORY. 

The greatest story would be Earl Sandé saddling a horse to 
win for the Howard stables. 

He won three Derbies—taking Zev at the last mo- 
ment to boot him home ahead of the field. The jock- 
eys hated him. They are a hard-bitten little people, the 
jockeys. They have very fierce hates and dislikes. 

Sande was up in the chips—he was taking fame from them. 
they hated him. And maybe he did so as they said—swing 
a bat across a rival horse’s eyes. Or yank a saddle blanket. 
« Or throw a horse off stride with a pulled bridle. There are 
_ tricks to all trades. And the riding game is a hard one. 
But Sande winning would be the big story. He rode three 
winners. He may saddle one Saturday in Sceneshifter. 

The horse is well regarded. ere is a story going 
the rounds that Sande and the owner are ready to 
shoot.

Moore said last night that he 
would play right field for a few 
days until Rose gets his affairs 
straightened out in New Orlears. 


TO REPORT SOON. 


Rose necessarily needs a little 
time to pack up and get his af- 
fairs in shape, considering that he 
has been chasing flies and hitting 
in timely runs for the Pelicans for 
the past six seasons. Rose, who is 
33 years old, batted .266 in 127 
games last season. Mauldin goes 
back to center and Mailho to right 
when Rose reports. 


While the Rose-Hutcheson deal 
came as somewhat of a surprise, 
it had been expected in the last 
few days that the Crackers would 
have to take steps to strengthen 
in the outfield. 


This may be the deal that will 
do it.

CHANGE MAY HELP. 


It may be that a change of 
scenery will benefit Rose, too. 

Hutcheson came to the Crack- 
ers from Memphis in 1935 in a 
trade for Lynn Nelson, pitcher, and 
Pinky James, outfielder. ‘ Follow- 
ing his great year with Memphis 
he failed to hit up to expectations. 
And last year he was ill and un- 
able to report for spring training. 
He appeared in 43 games during 
the season and batted .303. 


Big Joe is only 32 years old. 

Eddie Rose always has been dis- 
tinguished by his ability to hit in 
the pinch. 

Of him, Manager Larry Gilbert 
said a couple of years ago when 
questioned as to why he had kept 
him so long, in good years and 
bad, “Eddie Rose may go hitless 
three out of four times. But you’ll 
usually find that when there are 
runners in scoring position, he’ll 
hit. That’s why he’s a valuable 
asset to the Pelicans.” 


DELIVERS IN PINCH.

BAPTIST MINISTER 
OUSTED BY FLOCK 


Former McDonald Memorial 
Church Pastor Transfers 
His Membership. 


The congregation of McDonald 
Memorial Baptist church last night 
found its former pastor, the Rev. 
Snowden C. Hayes, guilty of “‘con- 
duct unbecoming a Christian min- 
ister and preaching heresy,” and 
“withdrew fellowship.” 

E. J. McLendon, chairman of 
the board of deacons, preferred 
the charges against Mr. Hayes, 
saying the latter stated that Fg 
anyone could prove to him that 
Jesus Christ was coming back to 
earth he would “eat the Bible.” 
McLendon charged that Hayes’ 
doctrines and preaching were con- 
trary to the beliefs of the church 
in various ways, and that they 
were “bringing strife and discord 
in the congregation.” 

The action climaxed an extend- 
ed controversy in which McLen- 
don and other deacons were re- 
moved from office by the congre- 
gation at meetings called by Mr. 
Hayes. In reinstating these dea- 
cons last night, the congregation 
voted to declare its previous meet- 
ings relating to the matter out of 
order. 

It was reported at the confer- 
ence that Mr. Hayes had recently 
transferred his membership to 
another local Baptist church, and 
prominent Baptists expressed 
doubt that his fellowship could be 
withdrawn by any church save 
that of which he was a member at 
the time. 

Mr. Hayes had held the pastor- 
ate, his first, since last October.

PRISUN PURCHASE 


Special Assembly Commis- 
sion to Review Proposed 
Tattnall Contract. 


Members of a special general as- 
sembly commission will meet here 
tomorrow to discuss a proposed 
contract under which Georgia 
would take over the PWA-built 
Tattnall county prison in Reids- 
ville. : 

Senator Paul Lindsay, of At- 
lanta, said the contract calls for 
Georgia to assume use of the pris- 
on and repay the government 70 


per cent of the $1,600,000 cost over 
a 50-year period. 

The commission, composed of 
three senators and three members 
of the house of representatives, 
was authorized to consider a con- 
tract for purchase of the Reids- 
ville properties, and the Governor 
and members of the.State Pris- 
on Commission were empowered 
to execute any contract approved 
by the legislative body. 

Governor Rivers announced aft- 
er a conference with federal of- 
ficials last week he expected the 
state to take over the property by 
June l, 

The commission also will seek 
a $500,000 PWA loan and grant 
for equipping the prison with in- 
dustrial machinery for production 
of clothes, shoes, metal ware, and 
other supplies various branches 
or institutions of the state could 
use. 

Lindsay said the loan and grant 
would be added to the purchase 
price of approximately $1,052,000, 
and the total would be repaid in 
installments over a 50-year pe- 
riod. 

He said one feature of the pro- 
posed contract will be changed if 
possible in order to give the state 
a lower interest charge on un- 
amortized balances. 

If the state buys the prison, Riv- 
ers said, the Milledgeville prison 
probably will be abandoned and 
its buildings used for the state 
hospital.

Atlanta Students 


Well Informed 


The Atlanta high school student 
knows more about what is going 
on in the world around him than 
does the average student in the 
high schools of America’s other 
large cities. 

He reads more newspapers than 
high school students in other 
American’ cities, gaining his 
knowledge of the world from the 
columns of the daily newspapers. 

This is revealed in a report of 
The American Education Press, of 
Columbus, Ohio, following tabula- 
tion of results of a nation-wide 
current events test given recently 
in high schools of the nation’s 
cities of over 10,000 population. 

A total of 2,012 Atlanta students 
in grades eight through twelve 
were given the test, out of a na- 
tional total of 227,772. On 100 
questions relating to national and 
international affairs, the Atlantans 
answered 63.6 per cent correctly, 
while the national average was 
98.3 per cent, the report shows. 

Atlantans Learn Young. 


Atlanta’s youth starts following 


age than the average, the summary 
indicates. On tabulation of scores 
by grades, it was found that local 
advantage over the national ave- 
rage is larger in the eighth and 
ninth grades than any of the oth- 
ers, while in the tenth grade only 
is it slightly below. 

The purpose of the test, accord- 
ing to Harrison M. Sayre, eidtor of 
Current Events, was to determine 
high school students’ knowledge of 
current world affairs and to ob- 
tain comparative data on the most 
effective methods of teaching con- 
temporary world problems. 

The test uncovered a few high 
school students who were unable 
to identify Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
A large portion of the students 
tested were in the dark as to the 
identity of Charles Evans Hughes. 
Answers as to the number of su- 
preme court justices varied from 
5 to 48 

Boners Reflect Fault. 

“Boners gleaned from the test,” 

Sayre said, “are humorous in 


the news of the world at an earlier. 


themselves, but they reflect a se- 
rious fault in our school system. 
Many schools are failing to pre- 
pare their students for good cit- 
izenship. High school students with 
scant knowledge of current social 
trends, issues, and personalities 
cannot be expected to contribute 
strength to our democracy.” 

The effectiveness of current 
events instruction is clearly shown 
in the survey. Cities ranking high- 
est in the test reported  three- 
fourths of their students received 
current events instruction at least 
once a week, Those cities ranking 
at the bottom reported only about 
one-fifth of their students received 
such instruction each week. About 
half the teachers engaged in this 
type of instruction use newspaper 
clippings, with the remainder di-| 
vided between weekly school news | 
texts and no material at all. | 

Atlanta ninth grade students | 
made a particularly good showing, 
according to H. H. Bixler, of the| 
city schools staff. The ninth grad- 
ers of the entire country made a 
total of 48 scores between 96 and 
100 per cent, and of these 13 were 
made by Atlantans. While over the 
country a total of 198 made mini- 
mum grades of zero to five, no 
Atlanta students fell into this 
rung of-the scale.
